Marshal of Kentucky 
in their interest invelved him in a shameful 
conspiracy against Marshal Murray, and 
finally made him the mouthpiece of the 
Mormon assaults on that gentleman as Gov- 
ernor of Utah. Yesterday, in advocating a 
law to limit prosecutions of moonshiners, he 
went out of his way to denounce and villify 
the Springer Committee for not doing his 
dirty work in the Murray case, and when 
called to order vented his spleen by accusing 
the Speaker of being the tool of whisky 
rings. The House rang with applause from 
both Republicans and Democrats when the 
Speaker, with the calm dignity that never 
fails him, merely said that he did not wish 
the offensive words taken down nor any no- 
tice taken of them. He did not desire to 
curb the gentleman’s remarks in any respect, 
until points of order weré raised by mem- 
bers, and then he would have nochoice but 
to enforce the rules.

lic exhibition of his physical powers. It would 
bea genuine pleasure to know assuredly whether 
he can turn a flip-flap, or can walk with or witb- 
out aid; whether he can speak above a whisper; 
whether he can use his right hand,and whether 
he can perform other physical functions in a sat- 
isfactory manner. Such an exhibition would be 
watched with deep interest and would dispel 
much doubt and uncertainty on the part of the 
grand old party. I¢ would at least give the news 
a chance at the newspapers.

estate men's) nerves would hardly be 
shocked by the sudden apparition, and not 
so rapidly thata display of unwonted and 


disagreeable mental and bodily ex- 
ertion wou be called forth 
in —— to their demands. 
After passing from the energy and hopeful- 
ness of one of the first-named real estate men 
to the languor and indifference of one of the 
others, a real estate reporter cannot help 
wondering whether he is getting facts in of

CLUB CHAT. 


The University and Elks’ Proposed 
Change of Quarters—Opera, Etc, 
Tbe most imporfant question agitating 
club eireles at present is, What is the Uni 
versity Clab going to do?” As has been 
published hergtofore, the regular quarterly 
meeting was set for April 8, but 
when the night arrived there was not 
a quorum of members present, so the 
minority adjourned over the meéeet- 
ing until last Monday. The proposed 
amendments to the charters and by-laws were 
adopted and then came the fight of thg even- 
ing. The younger members of the club have 
protested time and time again with fruitless 
avail agoinst the extra assessments that 
have been heaped upon tlem. They have 
sworn not to pay them, to send in their res- 
ignations and in short break up the 
clubif they were levied upon them. But 
with the regularity of taxes and the certainty 
of death, the assessments have been made 
aud reluctantly pald. Monday 1 an 
amendment to the charter was passed, wh 
in effect, is a call for another: 280 
for this year. It was fepresent- 
ed and conclusively shown that the club 
could not exist without this additivnal levy, 
so the members were virtualiy compelled to 
vote for the amendment. The question, 
however, has naturally arisen, “When will 
this continual drain-stop?” The elab pro- 
fesses to have some thfee hundred members, 
each of Whom last vear was assessed $75. 
The same amount has already been 
assessed for this year, making in all an 
aggregate of $45,000 for last year and the 
first three months of this year, and yet the 
club is in debt, or at least canhot clearly see 


sessment of $50is made. Some of the mem- 
bers who have weighed all these facts have 
arrived at the conclusion ‘that it is 
sheer folly to attempt to run the 
ciub any longer upon the present expensive 
scale. The rental alone is $7,000, the pay- 
roll foots up about $10,000, and the inei- 
dental expenses from $5,000 to $10;000 more. 
The yearly dues of members, if paid, will not 
amount to more than $20,000, and as there is 
little or ho profit from the res- 
taurant it is difficult to see how 
the club can be self-sustaining; that is, as 
the club is run at preseat. Accordingly a 
number of members have been agitating a 
change of quarters, and at the meoting 
Mouday night, the question for the first time 
was put to the vote of the eiub. It was 
rejected in the form in which 
it was put, but a resolution 
was passed requiring the secretary to obtain 
in writing the opinion of every member of 
the club on the subject of a change. As soon 
as this is effected a meeting will be called 
and another format vote taken onthe ques- 
tion. Those desiring the change argue that 
it would be better in every way to move 
the club to the West End, where quariers 
could be obtained that would be cheaper. 
more desirable, and In every way better sub- 
sérve the interests of the elub. In conflict 
with this eiement of the club are not only 
those Who wish to keep the club down town, 
but also those who favor a consolidationjwith 
the St. Louis Club. In this latter connection 
there is some intcresting gossip afloat. It is 
rumored that the members of the St, Louis 
Ciub have been discussing in an informal 
manner the overtures now made by some 
members of the University looking towards 
the consojidation, As far as could be agcer- 
tained, for the St. Louis Club members are 
very reticent, there will be a very decided 

opposition on the part of some of 
the members to the consolida- 
tion. They say the University 
had an opportunity not long ago to cousoli- 
date the two clubs, but wien the matter was 
put to a vote of the members the University 
rejected the pronosition. But now when it 
is settled that the St. Louis club will move 
into its palatial quarters at the corner of 
Ewing avenue and Locust street, the Uni- 
ve ro is very enger to make an alliance 
that® will secure the great benefits 
that will acerue from the move. This, the 
opposing element of the St. Louis Club 
says, shall not happen if their votes can pre- 
vent it. The members of the University 
Ciub desiring admission tothe St. is, 
can, they say, ao through the regular form of 
an application , an election and the payment 
of $100 initiation fee, otherwise they can stay 
out, as the St. Louis is in 
geod financial condition and proposes to 
act perfectly independent inthe matter, In 
the meantime the members of the Universi- 
ty will have to tackle the all-engaging prob- 
lem to — or 1 — be ?” *
